But when he ſaw the malice of 
the Prieſtes delude his cunning and aſſaile his conſcience; when 
the importunitie of the peoples clamours was likelie as well to 
violate his fayth:as raviſh his juſtice;then he doubted about nothing 
but his honour , a Chriſtian he was , pro conſcientia Chriſtianus Tertullian Apol, 
calls him, but he would with all continue Przſident in Jucie , God c.21.

ſpeakes of , deſpiſed and rejected of meen , a man of ſorrowts and acquainted with 
griefe; Whether it be not he that 1s wounded for your tranſyreſſionr, he that 
1s bruiſed for your iniquities; Whether upon him be not the chaſtiſement of 
Your peace » & whether by theſe firipes ye may not be healed But when he 
ſaw thoſe ſharpe thornes that pierc'd his head could not pricke 
them atthe heart; When he ſaw thoſe ſtripes, which had ptoughed 
up and made long furrowes in his backe, could by no meanes breake 
the drie barrenground in their breaſts; Whenno argument draw'n 
from ſuch a ſpectacle of humane miſerie could move them; He 
becomes, as he thinkes; imperious in his Rhetoricke, hopes the 
name of Majeſtie will awe them; that they,who would take no pitie 
on him as man, will recolle& themſelyes and reverence him as their 
Soveraigne , Ecce Rex , Behold your King. But they , who once haye 
burſt the chaines of humane Societie,will breake the bonds of $6- 
veraigntic aſunder, and caſt away their cords from them ; They , 
who Tab forgoten to bemen, to be mercifull one to another in 
love, will ſcarce bethinke themſelves to be ſubje&s, tobe obedience 
all to any one in durie. 

When Seneca had Jefined crueltie to be a certaine fierceneſſe of 
the mind in exacting of puniſhment , he diſcoyered a generation of 
bloudie men that could not be compriz'd in this definition , ſuch as, 
no fault nor injurie preceding , can be ſayd neither to yrny nor 
revenge, but qui occidend; cauſa occidunt , kill merelie becauſe they will 
kill, nec interſicere content; ſa viunt , NOr are they content to kill onelie » 
but torment too, and rage in the maner of their murder. And he 
knowes not what to ſtyle theſe mens diſtemper but a brutiſh ſa- 
vageneſſe, a raviug madneſſe , both implying their incapacitie of 
doing, or hearing any thing that is reaſon , ſo that Zcce homo and Ecce 
Rex to tell them of man or King, to uſe any rational argument to ap=- 
peaſe them, is to take a lambe from a lions mouth, to divert an 
evening wolfe from hex prey, it heightens their rage, it inflames 
their furie , impatient they are of hearing any thing that tendsto 
that urpoſe , nothing then but Tolle, Cruc;f:ge, Away with him ; Away 
with him , crucifie him. And this leades me to my ſecond part, the ] ewes 
averſion from acknowledging Chriſt's ſupremacie of power , ag- 
gravated firſt by the violenee cf their paſs10n , Clamabant, They cried, 
Secondlie by their vehemenr iterated expreſs10n , Tolle, Tolle , Away 
with bim, Away with him.

in their rage throw mercie out of the Court , by crying kill him, 
or, puthim to death, bur ſpecificate execution at their pleaſure, and 
exerciſe the tyrannie thereof, as wel in the ſbame, as the torment, by

That his firſt words , Zcce Rx, Behold 
your King » might be ſpoken in compliance with the Jewes , whoſe 
charge lay chieflie againſt him for accepting that title from the 
multitude at his entrance this day into the cittie, and ſo, Behot I 
deliver him up unto your pleaſure whom ſome 1dle people among 
you publikelie crie up for the King of the Jewes. And upon that 
goo Euthymius makes an ironie of his queſtion, wherein , he 
ayth, Pilate rather mockes at Chriſt , then reproacheth the Jewes :

No, it was their 
malice to Chriſt that made them pretend ſuch ſubje&ion to Czſar, 
uem tyrannium & hoſtem reputabant , profitentur Regem ut leſu eruciſixionem 
obtineent , ſayth Cajetan. And if we looke into the hiſtorie of thoſe 
times , We ſhall finde this one people of the Iewes make more worgs 
ſor the Roman Emperours and their Vice-Roys then all the re 
throughout their dominions inthe world. No ſooner came Pilate 
to his Charge, to ſucced Gratus the Przſident of Iurie, but bring- 
ing certaine images of Czſar ; as others ſay golden. bucklers to 
dedicate at Hierulalem, all our good ſubje&s are in an uproare , and 
neyer leaye bringing tumults ro his doores,, till he tranſlates yo 
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and his ſolemnitie, to Czſarea. Not long after he borowes buta 
litle of their corba their hohe treaſure, to imploy about the making 
of a conduit, our good people fall to their old trade , petition hum 
to lay his building aſide but they humblie ſpeake it ore g/adii, in the _ 
moſt dutifull expreſsion of the ſword In Claudius time they mn.51; 
were ſuch dutifull ſubje&s , that he was faine to baniſh them all out Mn. 315, 
of Rome. Andin Veſpaſians ſo loyal-hearted at Hieruſalem , that 
he ſent Titus his ſonne to beſiege them , who put 110000. of them 
to the ſword. And ſo obſeryant were they of the good Chriſtian 7. chry- 
Emperour Conſtantines commands , that, to keep them in awe, he ſoft. Hom. 
was faine either to cut off their-eares , zor ſtigmatize them other- 2, in 1nd, 
wiſe in their bodies, and ſo marke them for ſlaves that would not 
keep the impreſsion of ſubjecs in their hearts, 

And thus haye you a ſhort eſſay of them, their fathers", their 
children , who would ſooth up Pilate ſo handſomelie in my text 
with Fabemus Ceſarem , We have Ceſar for our King, 


There remaines now nought but the laſt particle of all , the laſt of 
the Chiefe Prieſtes anſwer to Pilate , being the Jewes final re- 
jection of Chriſt , Alium non habemus , We have none bnt Ceſar for our 


ing. 

The. moſt willfull anſwer that ever was render'd by men pre- 
tenders to gravitie and judgement, the moſt incongruous to Pilates 
demand For had Chrifts Kingdome entrench'd upon Czfars, he 
that was his Provincial Subſtitute durſt not doubtleſle at the ſame 
time owne hisplace and his deſire to preſerve the life ot him to 
the ruine of his Maſter, But Pilate was well ſatisfied in the pointe 
oy the diſcourſe that paſſed between our Saviour and him, and ſoin 
all likelihood were the chiefe Prieſtes too, if their malice had not 
more perverted their will , then ignorance blinded their under- 
ſtanding hereof. For the Common people who are not the beſt 
maſters of reaſon,and the very worſt moderatours of paſsion,upon 
pay d x ns to raiſe a tumult for their Patriots advantage , to 
ſell alitle breath for a ſixpence,, crie Tolle, Crucifige » Away with bim , 
crucifie him , 18 nO great deviation of nature, their earthie ſouls in- 
cline them tothe center of profit, and their ſervile ſpirits make 
thcm not onelie readie at hand to fetch and carie , but , maſtiyelike, 
with open mouth furjouſlie to aſſaile, if commanded onelie by the 
eye or the fingar: But for the chiefe men the Rulers of the people, 
no leſſe then the States of the Parliament of the Jewes, which Mal- 
donate ſayth conſiſted of the chiefe Prieſts, Elders,and Scribes , as 
Itis inthe 50, of Z/aj. Not onelic to kindle a fire » '*and compaſſe them= 
ſelves about with the ſparkes , and walke inthe light of their owne fire ; But hope 
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$. Toh. 19, to Czſar, and thence to vouch their rejetion of 
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to ſmother "their guiltfn the ſmoke; For them to — ſubje&ion. 

hriſt, for them to 
tell Pilate to his face thati he can be no friend to 1iCaxſar unleſſe he 
become a murderer of Chriſt ; this is very wilfullic to walke in the 


Prov. 2.2. way of the oe: wherein the Wiſeman tells us arc thornes and ſnares they 
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can not but pricke their feet as they goe , they can not but be taken 
in the net. 
When our Saviour ſtriftlie commands them # pay tribute , they 
retend , that atthe ſametime he prohibites paying dutie to Caeſar, 
When he tells them his Kingdome is not of this world ,they are zealousro 
ſbew their ſubjeRion is. FHabemns => tra , they have Ceſar, and none but 
Ceſar for their King. Whereas well they might know , and weie bound 
to take notice of what St. Cyrill of Alexandria ſayth he evidenc'd to 
them in ſpeach. #6: re: toid Kaiſaros baſileias *ouc 'eſt3 poltmiot , that Chriſt 
and Czfar are no ſuch inconſiſtents in government, the very ſame 
ſubje&s may they have and yet be nocorrivals in dutie. The chicfe 
Prieſtes might have ſayd, Habemus Ceſatem, We have Ceſar indeed, and 
yet Habemus alium , we may have , another , We may have Chriſt for our 
K . But 'ap* *elaFizen'en, rowutois 0 *egapemenss Iſrael , xai its pris Tedn 
philas *anaphanddn *exalletai , moſt elegantlie ſayth Chryſoſtom. In 
theſe words beloved Iſrael Kickes away Chriſt with the heel, and in 
prune viewe leapes out of her friendſhip with God. But they thar 
ick'd againſt , and leap'd from this relation to God, and, as I ſhew'd 
ou eve'n now , jeap'd in , were very deſultorie, very uncertaine 
18 their ſubje&ion to Czſar, have been juſtlie ſince kick'd away and 
rejeed by both , continuing: ſtill in that forlorne condition, 
wherein 1400. yeares fince and more, I ſay againe 1400. yeares 
fince , that you may ſee how ſoon, and that you may ſee how long 
revenge lower rebellion at the heeles, Tertullian very ſadlie 
deſcrib'd them , diſperfs , palabundi , & cali ſui cxtorres, vegeneed per 
orbem , ſene hamine , fine Deo Kege , Go__ vagrants, baniſt'd from 
Chriſts Kingdome in heaven, and from Jurie, then Czſars , now the 
Turkes province on earth, wandring up and downe inthe world , 
having neither God nor man for their King. 


Deſino, &> hoc infigo. Thus have I done with Pilate, the-Jewes, and 
the chiefe Prieſtes in the leter, as they beare a part in the Hiſtorie 
of the Goſpell. Yet ſome others there are very nearlie concerned, if 
not in the doctrine, I am ſure in the uſe: and due application of my 
text deuteroi Tudajos,, ſuch as deſerve the name of ſecond Jewes beter 
then the Paulian heretikes that had it, Andthere is deuteros xrires za 
ſecond Judge , I ſhall not doe him the honour to ſay a;ſecond Pilates 
he acted very litle of his part , not any thatTI know but paſsing ; 
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welie ſentence upon his King. And there are deuteroi hiere}s, ſecond 
Pricites , and thoſe chiefe ones too, even they ofthe Aſſemblie and 
Sanhedrin it ſelfe, who, as filent & uninterefled as they ſeem'd when 
that eraytourous charge was brought into the Court,have,for above 
7. yeares together, made the pulpits ring , and the preſſe groane 
with the ſtrength of their crie,, and weight of their bookes, ( I ſay 
not of their arguments) to give notice to the world, rhat with out . 
covenanting ( you know who ſayd it ) <gainſ reaſon, conſcience, howonr, K.Ch.1, 
e«th; reforming the reformation it ſelfe againſt Scripture and Eix. Baſi 
Apoſtolicke inſtitution, ſo many hundred yeares precedential prac- 
tice ; and undeniable Catholike profeſsion, Non habebimus hunc, We 
Will nothave CHARLES forour King. And there is dexteros Chrj- 
ſes, a ſecond Chriſt, an anoynted of God, that came as neare as 
ever King did to our Sayiour in his life, and Idare ſay never any ſo 
neare in the ſimilitude of his death. And there is d#uteros Zoidas, a 
ſecond Judas, not as the firſt onelie with a band of men, anda few 
wee phe othcers at his heeles; but not man _ ſince in the 
ead of acurſed numerous armie, and —_— e the memorie of 
that man unleſſe bleſs'd with repentance before his death, that ſo 
perfidiouſlie ſold and berray'd him. And here you have ſet in your 
viewe perſons enough fora ſecond tragoedie. Quintoprodutiior atiu, 
one that would admit of a fixt a&t , ſurpaſsing ſeverall circumſtances 
ofthe other, if yourgriefe would give the patience to heare it or 
hadI juſtabilities to compoſe it. Inſtead whereof I ſhall crave your 
fayour to repeate my text with ſome ſhort allufive paraphraſe upon 
the words. nd he ſayth unto the Tewer, Rehold your King: 


Which Ze in the moral is our mocke-Judge , butno rightfull 
ſucceſſour of that relenting Pilate in my text, becauſe he wentnoe 
about to ſtop the peoples crie, by moving their pitie , reproaching 
their inſolence, Evie » Ecce Rex, Behold your King , He expos'd him 
to their crueltie and ſcorne , reviv'd their calling for 7»fice, 7uſtice, 
ſaying, like a miſcreant ashe was , Ecce carcer » Behold there the priſonor as 

owr barre, Never any Preſident in the world tooke more paines then 
Pilate did to deliver guiltleſſe innocencie from death; Nor any 
more then our unjuſt Judge imploy'd induſtrious malice-to con- 
demne ir. To that purpoſe , as inthe 6. of Amor, Turning judgement into 
gall, and the f uit of ribhreouſneſſe into hem locks » that he mighs be ſure to 
ive Majeſtie its bane.La&antius and St. Chryſoſtom are of opinion 

; - wh Pilate did not poſitivelie paſſe ſentence upon Chriſt , but gave 
onelie permiſsion to the Jewes to execute, as before he had to judge, 
when he ſfayd. Take ye him, and j e him, according 10 your law. But ours 
I beleeve durſt not truſt the people with theliberrie of that power, I 
zather 
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rather thinke if his hand had been as ſtrong as his heart cruel, he 
would have-fav'd the State the charges of avizard, by becomin 
the barefacd executioner himſelfe. Pilate much affeRed to dif- 
courſe with our Saviour , propounds queſtions, is attentive to 
anſwers, ſeemes very ſol icitous about his Kingdome and truth, 
And thou a King then ? and n hat is truth : both in the 1. Chapter of St. Tobn : 
but our furious Rhadamanth breathes out nothing but brimſtone 
and fire, he takes the ſpunge himſelfe and dips it in the ſharpneſſe of 
his ſpeach,ſtops the mouth of condemn'd Soveraigntie , indulgeth 
notthe libertie ofa word. Wl you heare me a word S1 R? aſtrange 
requeſt to be made by a King to a rebell, a ſtranger to be denied by a 
ſubje& to his Soveraigne. We'll take Seneca's divination for the 
reaſon , Timwit ne quam liberiorem wocem extremus dolor mitteret, ne quid quod 
mollet audiret , afrayd he was he ſhould heare what he litle deſired, leſt 
the laſt breath of a dying man , an innocent King deſign'd for 
murder, ſhould caſt a bw, of horrour on his ſoul. 


But to keep neare to the words of my text. Wherein our Prz- 
ſidenc faild of the parallel with Pilate, I beleeve the conſcience of 
every Jew did ſupplie. I beleeve it call'd upon him often enough , 
ſaying, Ecce Rex, Behold my King. Bchold that King who in com- 
pliance with my wilfull and unreaſonable demands, *extnoſen beaurdn, 
as *rwas ſayd of our Saviour, hath evacuated himſeiſe , and 1s become 
allmoſt zqual to his ſubje&s ; hath ſuffer'd a diminution of Ma- 
jeſtie , 18 deveſted of much of his juſt legal dignitie and power, 
Cuſtomes, Courts , Monopolies , Taxes , Militia, Biſbops , all pre- 
tended grievances, I could make are either taken away , or limited 
to my purpoſe. But then conſcience layes the other Ecce at his 
doores. Ecce Homo, Beho!d the man. Behold 1 am that man that ſer my 
hand to that rebellious remonſtrance , and my heart to have it 
throw'n into his coach. I that man who by ſeditious tumulrs at- 
frighted him and his from theirpalace ; I that perſecuted him in 
my purſe or my perſon, and hunted him like a partridge in the 
wilderneſle. I that at ſuch or ſuch a battel levell'd many apiece at 
his quarter ſent many a curſe to his Royal Perſon with the ſhot; I 
that bid faire to corrupt his governer and lay him in his garriſon ; 
I that, when the bargaine would not hold, inveigled him outin a 
ſtrange diſguiſe by many ſpecious promiſes to prote& him. I that 
when [ had him in my hands Judas like kiſs'd him and berray'd him 
into his priſon. And then, as in the 34. of 7ob, There #« no darkneſſe nor 
ſhadow of death where theſe workers of iniquitie may hide themſelves. Their 
owne guiltis a perpetual thunderclap in their eares, and a fixed 
flaſh of lightning in their faces. No promiſe of mercie can cleare 
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theirjealoufie , No a& of oblivion ſetle their feare; Deſpaire turnes 
Regnare nolumus to Nolumur vivere, They that cried efore ; We will 
not have chis man to reigne , Crie ten times lowder , We not, We dare 
not ſuffer this man to live. And what then remaines, but Tolle crucifige, 
Away with him , Away with him , crucifie him. And Pilate ſayth unto them » 
Shall I crucifie your King ? 

And here I muſt againe tell the, our Judge is nothing like that 
Pilate in my text , becauſe he did not put itto the quzſtion, ſayin 
Shall 7 crucifie? but, when he entred firſt into the Judgement Hall 
gave good aſſurance to his clamorous Jewes,ſaying in effe&, Crucifi- 

am, 1 will crucifie your King. You therefore that have got the beſt eſtates 
y plunder and pillage, the higheſt places by ſupplanting , ſe- - 
ueſtring, the greateſt names by rebelling and murdering. You 
at have ſtucke malice at the point of your ſword , and wreakt it in 
the bowells, of your brother ; You that haye broke the barres of 
Religion, run away with the reignes of government and law ; You 
that have draw'n all kind of "oy anon with cords, and all ſinne as it were with a 
cart-rope. You that, as it followes in the 5. of Zſa; , ſay , Let him make 
ſpeed and haften his worke , that we may ſee it ; Feare nothing , Have pa- 
tience a while, I will but gull ignorance witha forme , take the 
ſoole of wikedneſſe, wherein to doe juſtice, imagine miſchiefe 
for law, and then your wiſh you ſhall baye, for Crucifigam Regem, 7 will 
crucifie your King. 

It remaines in the words of my text, And the chiefe Prieſter anſwered, 
We have no King but Ceſar But our Pilate, as I told you,not putting 
it to the queſtion, Our Prieftes have ſav'd the labour of this anſwer, 
which is not withſtanding in part taken up by their forward diſ- 
ciples , who render this account of their 7. yeares inſtruction b 
the new light , to have Monarchie crucitied as well their King, 
enacting » and boldlie proclaiming to the world , Habebimus nul/um , 
We will not have any one for aur King. 1 could yet goe on 11n the anti- 
parallel , aggravate their malice and tranſcendent crueltie, as 
otherwiſe, ſo from the place which they choſe wherein to murder 
their innocent _— which was no Golgotha, & ſad place of dead mens 
skulles, but a place tor the living to rejoyce and banquet , as if Can» 
nibal like, they meant to feaſt on his fleſh, and carowſe it in the 
cup of deadlie wine ( for ſo I beleeve they and their poſteritie will 
finde it ) the bloud of their Soveraigne. 


I ſhall onelie take notice of Pilates laſt courteſie to Chriſt , who, 
when he could not preyaile for his life , ſer a crowne upon his head 
at his death for ſuch, ſayth Origen , was that title he wrir , 7eſu of Tom. 
Nazareth, the King of the Tewes. St, Chryſoſtom ſayth he erected it for Hom. $4. 
D a trophie, 
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2 trophie > hoſper 4 tropainy tinos, howto t4 grammata echeke , lamprin 
br enta photrens kat ren niken delokinta » ha) ten baſuleian *anakeryronta. But 
our Judge-and_ his Jewes in ſtead of giving crownes pull downe 
Kigdomes, hide them as deep in oblivion as they can, that they 
may lay the firmer foundation for their new modell'd governmens 
Sr. Marth, in a ſtate. Butif he that built his houſe upon ſand was likelie to finde 
7.26, » ſuch anuncertaine foundation , how iperie will his be who un- 
dertakes to ere& a republike on bloud ? If there be a woe 6 him thas 


buildeth hu houſe by unrighteouſneſſe » and his chambers by wrong , ( and there 
15 that woe Zeremie 2 2.) what is there for him, that frameth his new 
fabrike by murder ? The ſtone ſhall crie out of the wall , and the beame ous of 
the timber jhall anſwer. And what this crie and anſwer ſhall be the Pro-

_ Butto conclude all. Maugre the wicked policie of our Jewes, 

in racing his name , altering his ſtampe , burning his poo (and 
leprous may that arme be that brings ſuch pretious fuell to the fire) 

I ſay for alfthis their politike malice , our Royal martyr hath not 

onelie (no thankes to his Judge ) the crowne and trophie of a title, 

but the everlaſting ſtupendious monument of a booke, rais'd higher 

Zikin B4. then the Pyramids of Agypt in the ſtrength of language, and well 
filic. 296.06 agmagh ſpiring expreſsion, built with out an hyperbole to 
eaven in divine meditations, and raptures, to, which the Babel of 

other mens thoughts fall downe , and lies like an heape of confus'd 

uſeleſſe rubbiſh upon the earth. 


It is recorded of St. Paul ; That when his head was ſtroke off, 

there iſſued no bloud, but pure milke out of every orifice of his 

Serm.68. veines. Nec mirwm ſayth St. Ambroſe, Abundaſſe latte nutricium Eccle- 

fe. And no wonder is it that abundance of milke ſhould come from” 

the nurſe of the Church. Never Church had ſuch a Kinglie nurſing 

father as this in his life, and never Saint! gave better milke at his 

death. So ſweet isthe reliſh of his words, ſuch a miraculous meek- 

neſſe in his ſpeach , as if he had as well been fed with' his Sa- 

viours food in the infancie of his lite , as he taſted the bittey 

> Cup of paſsion athis death, Of whom you know it was Prophefied 

of old. Buter and honey ſhall he eate » thas he may know #0 refuſe the cvil , and 

chuſe the good. b 
And mayour hopefull Jonathan, our gracious Soygraigne, wit 

his Me ding nor Sauls curſe, breake his faſt every day in this 

honey , and thereby let his eyes be enlightned as Jonathans were,

Andlethis other rod, his re 
this honey, chaſtiſe gentlic his enemies for him 
up in the ſtrength of this food to all the mo 's Toreitut 
temperance , magnanimitie , and the reſt ; to allthe Yivine graces 
of his father, till having reignd with as much righteauſneſſe , ho- 
nour, and much mere peace after him here, he may, by no other 
then the hand of heay'n be tranſlated, in the fulneſſe of time, to 
reigne With him in gloric hereafter.
